In the Kamloops, IJ.C. Sentinel 
each week there Is a column of news, 
poetry and what have you produced 
by the patients and staff of Tran- 
quille Hospital.

(7) Visitors bringing gifts are ad¬ 
vised that discretion should be exer¬ 
cised in tliis regard.

What Is A Fair Profit.''

WHAT IS “A FAIR PROFIT" 

A lumber dealer of North York, 
Ontario, James J. McGinn, by name, 
has fallen foul o fthe courts. Mr. 
McGinn, it appears, is not a regular 
dealer in nails, but just to help out 
his customers tor lumber, procured 
1,532 kegs of nails which he retailed. 
Where he made a mistake was In 
calculating that dealer McGinn 
should have been content with a 
profit of $965.16. He arrived at this 
figure after taking the evidence of 
several dealers in nails who statue 
that the average rate of profit was 
12.7 percent. Instead of that Mr. 
McGinn gathered in a profit of $3. 
661.48 ! 

Defence counsel urged that “und¬ 


er our democratic system you are on 
titled to make a profit."- A prom.n- 
ent company president recently told 
the Ottawa parliamentary prices in¬ 
vestigation committee that his poli¬ 
ty was to buy at the lowest possible 
pi ice and sell at the highest possible 
price.—"How was a man to know,” 
he asked "when he was selling at 
too high a price?” 

Magistrate Thomas Elmore replied 
as reported in the Toronto press: “1 
have no sympathy .with this man. 
Horn la a man, not even a regular 
dealer in nails, who sets up a hole 
in the wall (office) and sees tlieie 
is a shortage of nails and takes ad¬ 
vantage of the situation." He there¬ 
upon fined the accused $3,000 and 
costs under W.T.P.B. regulations as 
established by order in council 8528 
»f November 1, 1911. The charge 
overed the period December 1, 1917 
c> April 16, 1948. 

Every consumer who has had to 
purchase nails since the close of the 
war will endorse his Lordships judge 
meat. In viewv of the general public 
It will form a welcome precede^ 
which should be widely acted upon. 
Mr. McGinn may not be aware of it 
but it is greedy men like himself, op- 
elating as private traders or corp¬ 
orations executives, who have brought 
private enterprise into disrepute. 

But perhaps our applause may be 
premature. The principle involved is 
a very impoitant olio. Dealer Mc¬ 
Ginn Is believed to be the first Can¬ 
adian business m. n to bo fined for 
selling a commodity no longer und¬ 
er a price ceiling. The case will 
probably be appealed.—The Country 
Guide.

Notwithstanding nil speculntlot 
now being heard about it. lududlng 
a possible early appeal to the people 
for a mandate of Ills own. an exten¬ 
sive tiip across this country, wide 
Cabinet root ganization. etc., yet. it 
is believed in well-informed quarters 
along Parliament Hill that there it 
no mystery why Premier King’s succ 
ohmic external Affairs Minister Louis 
St. Laurent, is not going overseat 
to lead Canada’s delegation at the 
Assembly ol the t’nited Nations ii. 
Paris in September, nor is lie llkel> 
to attend the Commonwealth Prime 
Minister’s Conference in London in 
October, tbough it is not absolutely 
certain about the latter trip if Ills 
proseueo should be considered nec¬ 
essary. 

It is understood here that the new 
leadei of the Canadian Government 
is simply not going overseas at pres 
cut to attend any such lengthy inter 
national gatherings be* utilise there, 
aie pressing domestic problems which 
he feels need Ins personal attention 
within Canada. In fact, according to 
nut hoi itive sources li«*re, he is anx¬ 
ious to make essential preparation 
for the coming session of Parliament 
wlieh is due to open not long fmi 
now or not long after he is assutniny 
tile active leadership as head of the 
new administration. 

It should be emphasized that, as 
Acting Prime Minister while Premier 
King will be overseas ho will be 
even now assuming immediate direct 
ion of all policy matters of the Gov¬ 
ernment. Ho will be preparing the 
plans for the coming sessions and 
other important tasks awaiting his 
personal attention will include arr¬

gULlY" EROSION CONTROL BY 
CONTOUR DYKES 

The spring of 19 IK will be well re¬ 
membered In many districts for the 
serious gully erosion caused by 
spring runoff water. Many of the 
gullies bullied have caused incotiven 
oil e in farming operations through¬ 
out the year and unless further gully 
ing la stoppi>d serious damage to 
fields may result. 

Fall is the time when gully eon 
trol should he given attention. There 
are two methods of eontroi. If a 
gully usually tarries a large volume 
or runoff water it is best to seed it 
to grass. A previous weekly letter 
has dealt with this typo of control 
Where the amount of water curried 
Is not exeesslvo contour dykes can 
be constructed across the gully to 
carry water away from the gully and 
seeding to grass Is not necessary, 
both methods nt control have proved 
qu.te successful on southern Alberta 
substations. 

Before constructing contour dykes 
It Is first necessary to fill in the err- 
oded gully so that farm machinery 
can cross without difficulty. This 
can be done by ploughing in both 
sides mid finishing with a small 
grader. The one way disk can replace 
the plough in this work. When this 
job is completed the bottom of the 1 
d aw should be about ten feet wide 
and level and the sides should be 
sloped. The construction of contom 
dykes can now be done. 

Three or four contour dykes in a 
half mile usually are suftieient with 
the first one being constructed at 
the top of the draw. The plough 
grader, and one-way disk can be used 
in constructing contour dykes. When 
the dyke is completed it should be 
at least ten feet wide and about six- 
teen inches high and he ditch on 
the upper side should be about six¬ 
teen inches deep. The length depends 
on the contour of the land, the dykes 
being led to places where erosion 
will not take place. Starting at the 
draw the grade should hi* about six 
inches to one hundred feet, and when 
the water is safely away from the

vest. The stage of maturity at 
which to combine gram crops for t lie 
best results is of extreme import¬ 
ance. Farmers can overcome many 
of the difficulties encountered in 
harvesting with the combine by giv¬ 
ing special attention to the ripening 
characteristics of the crops, and to 
weed control. 

Barley, particularly malting bar¬ 
ley, and flax present special harvest¬ 
ing problems. These crops must be 
harvested and threshed with the 
utmost care if heavy losses from 
weathered, skinned or peeled, frac¬ 
tured, broken, and otherwise dam¬ 
aged kernels, is to be avoided. 
Today, no grain farmer ran afford 
to have his crop carelessly handled 
at harvest time. Only by proper 
care in harvesting operations is it
